FLAMMA’S KENTUCKY OAKS 

E. F. COMDRAirS GOOD FILLY WINS CLOSING 
STAKE AT CHVKCHILL DOWNS. 

Rain Falla on Final Day of Louisville Meeting and 
Sloppy Going Frevails— Scratching of Solar 
Star Gives Forward Easy Victory. 



lAiuiHvillo. Ky.. May 28. — The Cbiin'liill Downs 
pM-etinsj of tifleen days, llie most successful held 
111 Keutiieky since the installation of the niutuel 
s.vsteui of lierting. ternninated this afternoon with 
tijo niniiing of six races, of which the Kentucky 
tiaks fifture«l most prominently. Iiicleincut weather 
inarreil wliat otlierwise would hare l»een the wvood 
liest <la.v of the meeting. Considering the adverse 
conditioiis a reniarkaldy large crowd witnessed the 
racing ami ^•lljoyed the s|M>rt. The ridume of bet- 
ting was ii|> to the high standard that has pre- 
vailisl tlmmgliout the meeting. 

The rain, which liegau to fall cojdously about 
noon. c<,uvertisl the track into a slofipy condition, 
and risliu-eil the fields. The Kentucky Oaks, worth 
$1,910 net to tin' winner, was taken by Flamma, 
the odds-oii favorite, with Floral Day leading the 
others ami Rewutiful accounting for the small end 
of the pursi'. The going was just to lltimiua's 
liking, and aided iiy a giaal ride from jockey Bnt- 
well. who eniiie liere fn>m Toronto. Canada, es- 
IM'ciall.v to pilot her, she had little difficulty in dis- 
)a>siiig of her upistsiUou after rounding into the 
stretch. Prior to the last «iiiarter. lYainma ap- 
luared in jisipardy, for she began slowly and was 
a distant trailer for tbe first half. When she 
attempted to move up on the inside on the lower 
turn slie was <*aught in a jam. hut got clear of inter- 
feivnte on the last turn. The showing of Floral 
Day represciitrHl a vast improvement over her pre- 
viiHJS etforts. 

The withdrawal of Solar Star from the fifth race 
on aeiHiiint of liis inability to niu well in the mud 
left only Foundation to offer Forward any great con- 
tent ion for tlie purse. Foundation was unequal to 
the task and retired after going three furlongs, 
leaving Forward to win as his rider pleased. 

Cbapulte|Hf, suppos'd to dislike muddy going. 
rom)>ed away from a good hand of sprinters tliat 
started in the third race. J. B. Kespess took aii- 
olliei- purse when V’oithorpe oiitsta.ved Kahold in the 
s<ss»od ra»e. The opening dash went to Dwjiiesne 
and the closing dash, enatiled tbe lightly weighted 
Eiin to lead all the way. • 

tlciieral Manager Winn, in eommenting on the 
meeting which came to a close today, said: "I 
feel bighl.r gratified over the results. The patronage 
has laen except ionally goiMl and would have been 
letter bad m>t two of our biggest days, IhTby day 
and this afternoon, been niarreil li.v inclement 
wi-atber. Tile raeing has lieen clean and not a inar- 
riiig iiK-ident tiHdc plaei* dnring the entire term. 
Tlu're was also less nimplnint on tbe srfire of errivs 
111 handling tin* niutnels than in former seasons and 
we hop«- to |s>rfect the betting system liy next 
fall so as to eliminate all chance of error. We 
Intend to Is^in our <K>ntemplate<l imiwovements to 
the plant at one<> and it will be in thorough readi- 
m-ss for our fall meeting.”

MEASURE INTRODUCED FOR STATE RACING 
COMMISSION IN LOUISIANA. 

Fropogition for Se-Eztabliahment of Racing la to 
Be Voted Upon by Feople of Each Pariah 
or Municipality Involved. 



Baton Rouge. La., May 28. — Repre.sentativa 
Cliarles F. Labarre, of New Orleans, bslay intr<.>- 
(ineed a bill in the Legislature to create a state 
racing commission for Ijiuisiana and submit the 
question of re-establishing raeing under Its direc- 
tion to a majority vote of the people of any parish 
or municipality. 

Under the provisions of the bill, no one associa- 
tion will be allowed to conduct more than forty days 
of racing in any one y»-ar and not more than three 
associations will be granted racing rights in any 
one year. The months of May, June, July. Au- 
gust. September ami October are to h«* entirely 
eliminated, except for agricultural fairs. 

Tbe eommission under this bill would i-onsist of 
three memtiers api>ointed by the governor for a term 
of four years, with a secretary to receive $1,800 
per year. - 

LATONIA STALLS ARE FILLING. 

Crack Racers Arriving for Tomorrow’a Oponiag— 
Meridian and The Manager Among Arrivala. • 

Cincinnati, O., May 28. — John Hachmeister, man 
ager of the Latonia Jockey Cluli. Is all smiles over 
the prosfiects for the twenty-four-days meeting, 
which will begin at I.atonia Thursday. 

There is every indication that a big crowd will 
be at Latonia <hi Tliursday and that it will be a 
representative one, too. for the lioxes are rapidly 
being disposed of. 

L<K-aI interest in laitonia racing never was keener 
and the success of the meeting .sei-ms assured. While 
tbe laitoiiia Derby will be the chief racing feature 
of the meeting. oHier stakes are also attracting 
attention. The llerby will iindoubteilly be the great- 
est three-year -old contest of the year. 

Another rai'O that will exi-eed in interest any 
other two-year-old event run this season is also on 
'the' Latonia program. It is the Cincinnati Trophy 
Stakes, to which all of the star juveniles of the 
season are eligible. This race has generally had 
a bearing upon the Derbys of the following sea.son. 
In this race this spring tbe $12..500 Hawthorn will 
have another contest with Forward, which recently 
defeated him at I.ouisviHe. Forward, in the Trophy, 
will not have tbe advantage he had at Louisville 
when the son of Hastings gave him fifteen pounds. 
In the list of entries for tin' Trophy will be found 
every eolt and filly which lias won an important 
stake this season, there being si-venty-fonr nomina- 
tions in Hie race to which the Ijatogia .\ssoeiation 
will add $1,500. A handsome silver cup will also be 
given lo the owner of the winner. 

Another equine star arrived at Latonia yesterday 
in Tbe Manager, a pniininent eandidnte for the 
Derby, and looked upon as a likely starter in the 
Memorial Ilaiidii'ap. Gn*at things were prc^besieil 
for this i*olt this spring, not alone by his owner. 
T. U. Me Dowell, Imt by astute horsemen who were 
impres.s«'d by his training trials. He has failed to 
race up to his work. General Manager Hachmeister 
believes he will run to his true form at Latonia. 
where the track surface is firmer than at Lonisville. 
Tbe i*olt and the others of a carload Hiat Mr. Mc- 
Tlowell shipped from Lonisville arrived In good con- 
dition. 

.Vnother Memorial Handicap candidate reached tbe 
traek in Meridian, which, with M. Cambon, came 
from Toronto, where h*- ran unplaced in the ’Toronto 
Cup. Meridian is a grand-looking horse. 

Among other arrivals were the Imrses of J. C. 
Milam, John Roilegap. James P. Ross. Jack Keene 
and J. Tamiy HuglM-s, from !>>xiugti>ii. They were 
not raced during the Louisville meeting.
